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CALIFORNIA  PEACH — Really  this  is  a  peach  of  a  pompon  and  one  that  has 
been  proved  to  be  what  people  want.  It  is  a  large  substantial  single  flower 
of  delicate  pink  when  mature,  but  when  opening  the  upper  side  of  the  petals 
is  darker  and  tinged  with  crimson.  It  is  truly  a  distinctive  coloring  and  worthy 
of  its  place  of  distinction.  Blooming  dates  are  from  October  25th. 


CALIFORNIA  GOLD — A  single  yellow  of  good  deep  color  and  good  sub¬ 
stance.  Flower  petals  are  borne  regularly  as  if  placed  around  a  golden 
center.  Nice  heads  with  strong  stems  are  characteristic.  Blooms  from 
November  15th. 


SAN  CARLOS— There  is  a  large  place  on  the  markets  for  flowers  such  as 
this  one.  It  has  the  familiar  Japanese  sturdiness  and  productivity  which  are 
so  much  an  asset  to  any  commercial  pompon.  The  flower  is  about  3  inches 
in  diameter  with  neat  regular  petalage  and  comparatively  large  clear  yellow 
cushion.  The  color  is  a  clear  bronzy  red  shading  to  deep  bronze.  It  blooms 
somewhat  later  than  our  Japanese  Red  of  last  year.  November  15th. 


SAN  ANTONIO — One  of  the  finest  disbudded  pompons  is  this  large  double 
pink.  Stems  are  strong  and  straight  and  easily  disbudded.  Foliage  is  good 
well  up  to  the  flower.  It  is  good  as  a  pompon,  too,  producing  good  balanced 
flower  heads.  November  15th.

For  hundreds  of  years  the  Chrysanthemum  has  been  the  object  of  special 

attention  among  plant  breeders  in  Japan,  from  whom  such  very  lovely  and 
graceful  forms  as  we  are  offering  this  year  have  resulted.  You  will  find  the 

varieties  that  we  are  listing  are  good  keepers  when  cut,  which  is  of  especial 
significance  to  the  commercial  flower  grower  who  has  long  sought  for  such 
characteristics.  Because  of  the  scarcity  of  these  items  we  are  offering  them 
from  2-inch  pots  only. 


PRIDE  OF  SUNNYSLOPE— A  more  attractive  form  of  any  Mum  is  hard  to  find. 
Tall  and  stately  it  stands  out  well  amid  the  usual  profusion  of  show  flowers. 
Single  plants  from  2-inch  pots  are  $1.00  each,  per  10  plants,  $7.50. 


ALICE  TASHIMA— This  is  a  pure  white  flower  of  long  pendulant  tubular 
petals  which,  when  extended,  measure  from  12  to  14  inches  across  the  flower. 
It  is  very  delicate  appearing,  yet  it  is  of  good  substance  and  a  reliable  grower. 
These  have  kept  in  perfect  condition  for  more  than  two  weeks  after  cutting. 
The  variety  is  early,  maturing  October  1st.  Single  plants  50  cents,  per  10

MAMORU  TASHIMA— Few  other  Mums  can  compare  in  color  intensity  of 
this  rich  golden  yellow  flower.  It  is  not  the  size  of  the  flower  which  makes  it 
so  very  appealing,  for  it  measures  only  10  to  12  inches  in  diameter,  but  it  is 
the  very  composition  and  color  that  renders  it  so  completely  beautiful.  Not 
least  among  its  admirable  characteristics  is  its  exceptional  keeping  quality.

Rooted  cuttings. 

This  class  of  Chrysanthemum  has  been  selected  for  its  drooping  habit  which  is  essential  to 
Cascade  Mums.  Cascading  is  an  easy  process  but  reguires  some  special  attention.  To  obtain 
large  specimens  the  plant  should  be  re-potted  frequently  to  avoid  their  becoming  pot  bound; 
watered  and  fertilized  carefully.  Usually  three  leaders  are  selected,  the  outer  two  being  cut  back 
at  the  fourth  joint,  the  branches  of  which  are  repeatedly  pinched  at  each  second  or  third  joint. 
When  about  a  foot  long  the  leaders  should  be  progressively  bound  to  heavy  wires  which  are  bent 
out  from  the  pot  to  an  angle  of  about  45  degrees.  All  laterals  are  pinched  back  at  each  second  or 
third  joint  until  about  September  for  these  mid-season  varieties  to  insure  a  compact  and  uniform 
body.  As  it  is  desirable  that  all  the  flowers  of  the  plant  come  to  bloom  at  approximately  the  same 
time  for  showing,  one  should  be  careful  in  the  last  stages  of  pinching.  About  five  days  after  the 
last  general  pinching,  the  basal  third  of  the  entire  plant  should  receive  its  last  pinching,  the  middle 
portion  about  five  days  later,  and  the  tip  section  yet  five  days  later.  For  the  small  amount  of  care 
given,  you  will  be  rewarded  with  a  large  well  shaped  plant  in  which  all  flowers  bloom  simul¬ 
taneously.  From  the  time  of  the  last  general  disbudding  which  is  usually  about  September  1st, 
the  supporting  wires  should  be  gradually  bent  down  from  time  to  time  to  the  desired  position. 
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OTHER  OUTSTANDING  INTRODUCTIONS 

ARCADIA— (DePetris)  The  creamy  white  flowers  2  to  2lA  inches  in  diameter 
are  fully  double  pompons,  well  shaped  and  nicely  borne  on  strong  stems. 
The  vigor  of  the  variety  is  remarkable,  which  characteristic  has  aided  greatly 
in  its  recent  popularity.  Blooms  October  25th. 

CAPTAIN  BLOOD— (Greco)  The  name  signifies  the  deep  blood  red  color  of 
this  pompon.  The  reverse  side  of  the  petals  are  tinged  with  gold  which  in 
contrast  with  the  reflexed  petals  adds  to  the  beauty  as  the  flower  matures. 
It  is  easily  recognized  in  the  field  by  its  strong,  straight,  sturdy  stems  with 
dark  green  luxuriant  foliage.  Disbudding  is  easily  accomplished,  yielding 
fine  flowers  3  to  4  inches  in  diameter.  Blooming  dates  are  from  November  25th 
on  to  late  December. 

JOE  BEUERLEIN— (Bristol  Nurseries)  Single  medium  sized  flower  of  crimson 
red.  Very  good  grower.  December  5th. 

LORIS— (Pierson)  Extremely  late  flowers  of  yellowish  bronze  3  inches  in  diam¬ 
eter.  Good  stems.  Blooms  from  December  10th,  but  may  be  held  until  after 
Christmas. 

LONG  ISLAND  BEAUTY— (Timm)  Grown  as  a  disbudded  Mum,  this  grand 
pink  Anemone  produces  flowers  4  to  5  inches  in  width  with  five  to  six  stems 
per  plant.  The  broad  ray  petals  are  white  with  the  large  waxy  center  of  yellow, 
the  entire  composition  of  which  is  that  of  grandeur  and  stateliness.  Those 
who  have  had  the  chance  to  grow  this  new  Mum  have  been  not  only  pleased 
but  well  paid.  It  blooms  for  Thanksgiving. 

YOLANDA — (Greco)  This  is  not  just  another  Anemone.  Outstanding  in  color 
and  vegetative  habits,  it  surpasses  all  in  its  class  at  the  Thanksgiving  time. 
The  color  of  both  the  outer  petals  and  the  center  is  a  bronzy  apricot  of  a  most 
pleasing  shade.  Flowers  when  disbudded  reach  from  3  to  4  inches,  and  is 
at  its  best  when  grown  as  a  disbudded  Mum.

A.  KRAMER — This  flower  is  of  a  clear  solid  pink  with  nice  long  wiry 
stems  and  good  foliage.  It  is  especially  good  for  disbudding.  There  was  a 
small  amount  of  this  variety  available  on  the  Los  Angeles  markets  this  year 
for  which  there  was  keen  demand.  Wholesalers  were  eager  to  buy  it  at  any 
price.  Plants  are  available  for  the  first  time  this  season.  We  consider  this 
equally  as  good  if  not  superior  to  Hasegawa  Pink.  Blooms  November  5th. 

KRAMER'S  BUFF  ORANGE — Without  a  question  this  mum  is  a  boon  to  com¬ 
mercial  growers.  It  is  outstanding  in  color  and  form,  graceful  yet  substantial 
and  an  easy  grower  with  attractive  foliage  well  up  to  the  flowers.  The  waxy 
cast  to  the  light  bronzy  orange  flowers  truly  indicate  that  they  last  long  and 
are  not  easily  rumpled.  They  are  more  attractive  bunched  and  on  display 
under  artificial  light  than  they  are  in  the  field  with  natural  setting.  Everyone 
who  has  seen  this  mum  has  liked  it  and  we  are  pleased  to  have  a  limited 
supply  of  cuttings  to  offer  this  season.  November  10th. 

HASEGAWA  ORANGE  —  This  medium  sized  pompon  is  of  a  delightfully 
beautiful  deep  buff  with  a  light  orange  cast.  Flowers  are  well  placed  on  long 
stems  making  flower  combinations  easy  and  graceful.  It  is  a  good  semi¬ 
double  with  petals  partially  covering  the  bronzy  center.  You  will  find  this  a 
good  seller  irrespective  of  competition.  You  will  begin  cutting  this  one  about 
November  10th. 


PASADENA— This  mum  is  just  what  the  trade  is  demanding,  a  vivid  bronzy 
orange,  large  flowering  pompon  with  broad  ray  flowers  which  completely 
cover  the  center.  It  is  really  an  achievement  in  its  color  class.  November  1st. 

LOS  ANGELES  —  A  good  semi-double  clear  scarlet  flower  2  V2  inches  in 
diameter  and  larger.  The  silvery  crimson  of  the  under  side  of  the  petals 
shines  as  if  to  set  off  as  a  gem  the  partially  showing  bronze  center.  It  is  a 
good  keeper,  too.  November  15th. 

JAPANESE  RED  — Nature  has  been  good  to  this  new  pompon  in  putting  to¬ 
gether  so  many  pleasing  characteristics.  The  long  petals  of  Venetian  red  on 
the  upper  side  are  slightly  curved  to  show  the  shadings  of  pansy  yellow  to 
light  bronze  on  the  under  side.  With  the  gold  of  the  center  it  is  an  alluring 
combination.  The  plant  is  strong,  upright,  and  well  balanced.  November  1st.
